Power outage for Nickel Hill 


Protesters claim victory, though door still open 


By Neil Fater 

After investing three years and 
millions of dollars, Nickel Hill 
Energy has decided it will not 
build a natural-gas-fired power 
plant near the Andover-Dracut 
line, says Gina Molz, project man- 
ager. 

“We've been developing this 
for three years. The New England 
energy market conditions are dif- 
ferent now than they were three 
years ago. It really is a business 
decision,” says Molz. “There’s a 
lot of new plants coming on line.” 

The decision to pull the plug on 
Nickel Hill was greeted excitedly 
by opponents of the plant — 


including members of the Merri- 
mack Valley Residents for the 
Environment. After she learned 
that Constellation Power, the par- 
ent company of Nickel Hill, 
planned to abandon the project, 
MVRE president Sheryl Poole 


went home and opened a bottle of 


champagne with her husband. 
“This plant would have been 


the largest carbon-dioxide emitter 


in the Merrimack Valley. You add 
that up with the other polluters in 
the area, and it never made sense,” 
says Laura Jordan, MVRE board 
member. “We feel empowered by 
this.” 

But Jordan also notes “the bat- 


tle’s not over.” Nickel Hill has not 
formally terminated its pursuit of 
state permits to build a plant. If 
another company was interested in 
developing a power plant at the 
same site, Constellation could sell 
the Nickel Hill development rig! 
to it. Apparently, some business- 
people have expressed interest in 
pursuing the matter. 

“They have had some over 
tures,’ Says David Rosenzweig 
the Andover attorney representing 
the power company. “There is

Residents can’t change the 
addition of a ninth precinct in 
Andover, but they can mull it over. 

A majority of selectmen decid- 
ed Monday night to postpone 
approval of the new, ninth 
precinct that Town Clerk Randy 
Hanson says is necessary due to 
population growth. 

Selectman John Hess voiced 
hesitance about voting on the 
ninth precinct — drawn from the 
center of town — before residents 
have a chance to absorb the 
change. Assistant Town Clerk 
Meredith Barlow explained that it 
is nearly impossible to make 
changes to the precinct map at this 
point, but Selectmen Mary French 
and Ted Teichert agreed that it 
was better to allow residents time 
for feedback before voting. 

The state allows only 4,000 
people per precinct, registered and 
non-registered voters combined. 
Federal census numbers will like- 
ly show that Andover’s population 
is around 32,000 — which leaves 
too little room for error in only 
eight precincts, Hanson predicted 
earlier. 

Kristin Wise of Inwood Lane 
pointed out that some residents 
may be concerned about the 
affects of representation when the 
state redistricts this summer. 
Precinct 5, currently represented 
by David Nangle, is the only 
precinct in Andover not represent- 
ed by Barry Finegold. With the 
changes in the precinct map, it’s 
possible that more residents will 
see a change in their representa- 
tive, she said. 

Selectmen agreed to revisit the 
matter at their next meeting, 
scheduled for June 4. The precinct 
map is available for review in the 
town clerk’s office.

Selectmen deny spiritual request 


The work of a governmental 
board is politics, not religion. 

That’s what the selectmen 
agreed Monday night, when they 
refused to sign a proclamation 
supporting spiritual practices in 
China. 

Jennifer Zhang of Windemere 
Road told the board that the Chi- 
nese government is killing thou- 
sands of Chinese, who practice an 
ancient tradition called Falun 
Dafa. The persecution of the peo- 
ple and the practice — which 
emphasizes truth and kindness — 
has been ongoing for two years, 
she explained. Chinese officials 
consider practitioners of Falun 
Dafa a threat to the Communist 
government, she added. 

The selectmen’s signature on 
the proclamation would be one 


more example of support, Zhang 
said. North Andover, as well as 
other communities in the Merri- 
mack Valley, have recently issued 
similar proclamations, she added. 

“It shows that my local govern- 
ment is acknowledging what resi- 
dents are doing (to support the 
persecuted),” she said. 

But the town officials were 
hesitant. ““We’ve never as a board 
endorsed a spiritual practice,” said 
Town Manager Buzz Stapezynski. 

Selectman Ray Hender agreed. 
“I’m appalled by repression of 
any sort by a government, but it’s 
my opinion that this is quasi-reli- 
gious,” he said. 

The selectmen agreed not to 
take any action on Zhang’s peti- 
tion.

Library’s children room 
expanding, expect 
some change 


Memorial Hall Library will be 
expanding the amount of space it 
has available for children’s and 
young adult services. In order to 
carry out the plan to create this 
space, the library will be undergo- 
ing space renovations for the next 
four months that will require cer- 
tain areas of the library to become 
unavailable for use while renova- 
tions take place.

ous communities for educational 
opportunities. Andover’s program 
has welcomed young men and 
women into the community for 30 
years, says Ellen Fleming, a board 
member for ABC. The Andover 
program currently operates on a 
$65,000 annual budget — almost 
100 percent of which is raised 
through private donations — and 
houses, feeds and nurtures eight 
students from a range of back- 
grounds. 

ABC is now looking for 
$480,000 to renovate the same 
building that Cooper lived in dur- 
ing his three years in Andover, 
after leaving his home in Dillon, 
S.C. back in 1969. 

Board members have raised 
$300,000 of the $480,000 figure 
since January, working quietly to 
gain support. They announced 
Wednesday at their annual meet- 
ing that they are ready to raise the 
final $180,000, which is slightly 
more than one-third of the goal.

“There’s always something that 
needs to be done in an old house,” 
says Fleming.

In addition to his medical prac- 
tice, Cooper now volunteers with 
a program called the Violence and 
Intervention Project in Baltimore, 
working with repeat victims of 
violence. 

“Not only does he have a suc- 
cessful job, but now he’s turning 
around and donating his time to 
the community,” agrees Fleming. 

With Cooper’s message, Flem- 
ing is confident that ABC will 
raise the funds needed to help the 
program continue to prosper.

vate Andover Youth Foundation as 
well, Gorman predicts. AYF 
intends to raise $4 million private- 
ly by January 2002, and construct 
a 30,000 square-foot youth center 
on town land off Ledge Road in 
west Andover by that fall. AYF 
would then hand the building and 
operating costs to the town. 

The only potential flaw with 
Andover’s plan, says Gorman — as 
an outside observer — is the clarity 
of the goal. Does AYF intends to 
build a youth center or a commu- 
nity center? 

“What are you raising money 
for? What are you building? That's 
your biggest problem,” he says. 
“People all have to get on the same 
page, or you're never going to get 
it built.” 

Gorman is alluding to town- 
wide chatter about a community 
center — a place for both youth and 
seniors — which has continued 
since the push for a new senior 
center at Will Hall failed at Town 
Meeting last month.

that they’re willing to mold their 
plans into a community center if 
and when senior representatives 
choose to approach them. 

That ambiguity could be 
enough to turn away potential 
donors, worries Gorman. “When 
you're (asking people) to give 
money, you have to be clearer than 
that,” he says. 

AYF President Larry Larsen 
scoffs at the suggestion. “I think 
that’s not true,” he says. “We have 
a very Clear definition of what 
we're going to do.” 

Any construction for a commu- 
nity center or campus in west 
Andover would only happen after 
the youth center is built, says 
Larsen. AYF’s openness in terms 
of the community-center concept 
does not and will not deter the 
foundation from its present goal of 
a youth center. 

“We said (to architect Joel 
Bargmann), ‘Design a building in 
such a way that the concept could 
be enlarged to create all the other 
things that a community could 
wish to have,’” recalls Larsen. 
“The last thing we want to do is 
confuse the focus.”

Bill Fahey, a former youth services 
employee in North Andover, 
admits that the buzz about a com- 
munity center could be confusing 
to residents. He hopes that AYF 
can steer donors away from that 
confusion with a strong emphasis 
on a youth center, first and fore- 
most. 

“Let us be the first group out 
there,” he says. “Once we’re out 
there, it will address all the youths’ 
needs. Then, if the town feels they 
want a community center, (will 
they be) willing to fund that? I 
can’t answer that question.” 

It will take time for donors and 
residents to fully grasp the youth- 
center concept, says AYF fundrais- 
er Tom Jones. As a supporter of the 
community-campus concept, he 
agrees that there is potential for 
confusion, but adds that AYF has 
time to clarify its goal. In addition, 
Article 11 — which Special Town 
Meeting overwhelmingly 
approved — authorized the town to 
give AYF land to build a youth 
center, specifically. 

Gorman actually sat down with 
Andover town officials and youth 
supporters not long ago, to discuss 
the pros and cons of the public/pri-

vate deal, and fundraising strate- 
gies. He’s followed Andover’s 
struggle for a youth center as an 
observer, and he’s confident in the 
need for a center, as well as AYF’s 
will to succeed.

For 
North Andover, it meant convinc- 
ing a donor to give $250,000, after 
which several other donors jumped 
on board. 


Whatever course Andover 
chooses with its center, Gorman 
will be sitting in his office at North 
Andover’s busy youth center, 
ready and willing to offer advice. 
“T always keep my door open,” he 
says. But Larsen, who says North 
Andover’s center is too small for 
what Andover wants, is confident 
AYF will get along just fine by 
itself.

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It’s time to set 
sround rules for 
public-private 
partnerships 


Gx the economic times, and the growing 
number of public-private partnerships pro- 
posed in Andover during the last few years, it’s 
time for the town to develop a general policy 
for how all such partnerships will be handled. 

It used to be that the town would build 
Andover’s new buildings, and residents would 
throw a few bucks into a mayonnaise jar to help 
pay for incidentals such as Independence Day 
fireworks. Today, fireworks are in the town 
budget, but private groups are left to raise funds 
to build senior and youth centers. 

Such efforts are becoming more common, 
and, certainly, public-private partnerships can 
benefit the town. In the past, youth sports orga- 
nizations have proven to be more capable than 
the town of maintaining and improving town 
fields. Such partnerships help ease the burden 
on the taxpayer. 

But creating a policy — a general framework 
in which all public-private partnerships will 
operate — will help those interested in future 
projects know what is expected of them. A 
clearly outlined policy will allow townspeople 
to more clearly understand the process, and per- 
haps encourage other groups to get involved. 
Ideas from private groups will all be treated 
equally. The interests of the town as a whole 
will be protected 

\lthough each potential project is unique and 
needs to be treated differently, there are some 
ground rules that every project should follow. 
It’s time for the town to decide what those are.

lo Superintendent Claudia Bach: 
Since the decision to fire (no 
euphemisms please) Brandon Psenicka 
has already been made and will not be 
reversed, this letter only serves to put 
my thoughts into words. I understand 
that the reason given for the unsatisfac- 
tory review is poor classroom manage- 
ment. In my opinion, classroom man- 


agement is not the primary measure of 


the effectiveness of a teacher of the per- 
forming arts. The most important qual- 


ities are the ability to inspire a love of 


the art and to challenge the students to 
produce the best possible perfor- 
mances. 


My involvement and observation of 


Mr. Psenicka has been primarily as a 
working parent supporter of the march- 
ing band. This season started with the 
challenge to the band to be the champi- 


onship band that they were capable of 


being. That the band succeeded in 
reaching this goal was pointed out 
many times at the School Committee 
meeting and in published letters. Noth- 
ing has been said of the path to reaching 
that goal. I’m not sure that you appreci- 
ate the effort that the marching band 
members make each year. They start 
practice before the school year with a 


several-day-long camp. Practices take 
up at least eight hours of each day at 
this camp. During the fall there are 
three-hour practices during two nights 
each week and a Saturday morning 
practice. The band performs at the Fri- 
day night football game and spends 
either Saturday or Sunday at a competi- 
tion each week. It takes particular skill 
to keep the band focused and moving 
forward throughout this long season. 
The competitions go on regardless of 
weather. 

The final competition this year was 
held at the end of October in a cold, 
pouring rain. Our band beat a band that 
they had been chasing for at least four 
years. In looking at the video tapes of 
the performance it is obvious that our 
band was out there to give the absolute 
best performance possible regardless of 
the weather and physical discomfort. A 
good band director inspires that kind of 
determination and can help the individ- 
uals bring forth that best possible per- 
formance. Mr. Psenicka provided that 
inspiration. 

[ have also been able to attend per- 
formances by the middle-school and 
high-school concert and jazz bands. 
The difficulty of the music performed 
and the level of performance have dra- 


matically improved under Mr. Psenic- 
ka’s tenure. 

I don’t believe that the criteria used 
for Mr. Psenicka’s evaluation were the 
best measure of his performance. Would 
the athletic department get rid of a win- 
ning coach because his gym classes 
were rowdy? I highly doubt it. I have 
never had the opportunity to observe 
one of Mr. Psenicka’s classes. I have 
seen him at band and winter guard prac- 
tices and I didn’t notice any lack of con- 
trol of the students in these situations. 
This month, I was one of the chaperones 
on a marching band trip to Annapolis. 
There was no question of lack of control 
of the students at any time during the 
trip. At the end of the trip, the organizers 
told us that our band had been the best 
behaved group that had ever participat- 
ed in their event. I find it difficult to 
believe that the behavior of his students 
in the classroom is that much worse 
than their behavior in the events to 
which I have been a witness. 

I look forward to your response. | 
believe that enough concern about this 
matter has been and will be demonstrat- 
ed that a formal response by you is nec- 
essary.

Not knowing the specifics 
regarding Mr. Psenicka’s review, 
it is difficult to make a specific 
comment in rebuttal to the deci- 
sion not to renew his contract. 
However, I'd like to suggest that 
although what is observed in a 
band classroom will differ from 
that seen in a traditional academic 
classroom, the results, in terms of 
learning, may be comparable. 

In a science lab, all are working 
on the same experiment. In band, 
sections (brass, woodwind, per- 
cussion) are taken individually to 
work on parts of the music, while 
the rest of the band must wait. 
(Some of the waiting groups may 
actually be following their score 
silently, and others may be talk- 
ing; however, the leader can only 
address one group at a time.) 
Musicians are a different breed of 
the human race: they have an 
artistic temperament, for sure. 
They may fool around, but when 
“their turn” comes, the students 


are attentive. 

I have heard an “outcomes- 
based” educational system dis- 
cussed and it seems that if we base 
Mr. Psenicka’s ability on that, he 
would rate highly, as the marching 
band and color guard have per- 
formed outstandingly and have 
received trophies and awards for 
their performances. As far as the 
middle school is concerned, if the 
band has almost doubled, as was 
mentioned at the School Commit- 
tee meeting aired on cable, that, 
too, is a terrific outcome and indi- 
cator of leadership ability.

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Looking to dry up West Nile virus, 
officials begin attack on mosquitos 


By Rebecca Piro 

The days of the town’s mosqui- 
to population are numbered. 

Town officials launched an 
attack Monday against those 
species that pose the greatest 
threat to humans, especially the 
one that carries West Nile virus. 
The measures meant to knock 
mosquitoes dead are low-risk to 
humans and the environment, says 
Health Director Everett Penney. 

Selectmen approved the plan of 
attack Monday night, following its 


recent approval by the Conserva- 
tion Commission, Board of Health 
and the Andover Mosquito Con- 
trol Advisory Committee. Last 
November’s Special Town Meet- 
ing agreed to commit Andover to 
a three-year contract with the 
Northeast Mosquito Control Dis- 
trict. Starting this spring, Andover 
is one of several communities that 
will take prevention measures 
against mosquitoes this year. 
Northeast Mosquito workers 
began taking action this week.

Five dead birds found last year tested positive for the West 
Nile virus, and dead birds that have not yet been tested have 


been found again this year. 


The plan of attack calls for 
treatment of catch basins and 
retention ponds with chemical pel- 
lets, especially in the areas of 
Route 125, Route 28 South and 
Salem Street, where five of the 
nine dead crows that were found 
last year tested positive for West 
Nile Virus. The chemicals will kill 
larvae in still-water areas, where 
mosquitoes breed, says Douglas 
Dunbar, Board of Health chair- 
man. Because the health threat 
from mosquito-borne viruses is 
still low in town, workers will not 
treat wetland areas, nor will they 
spray for mosquitoes in neighbor- 
hoods at the present time. 

“We don’t have the data to sup- 
port the need to kill that many 
mosquitoes at this time,” says 
Penney. 

If that status changes, workers 
may contemplate ground-spraying 
throughout high-risk neighbor- 
hoods. Aerial spraying, or spray- 
ing from above with airplanes car- 
rying chemicals, will not be used 
at all, says Dunbar. 

Aside from the chemical mea- 
sures, the health department plans 
to educate residents about ways to 
protect themselves from mosqui- 
toes’ peskiness and pestilence. 
Members will conduct informa-

Another study for Ballardvale 


With expansion sought, Genetics funds look at traffic

How many more vehicles will 
the Genetics’ expansion plan add 
to Ballardvale’s streets? Planning 
Board Chairman Paul Salafia has 
requested that the town hire a traf- 
fic consultant to find out. 

Genetics Institute presented 
traffic data to the Planning Board 
Tuesday night, during the first 
hearing session for a special per- 
mit to build. 

Genetics has proposed adding 
almost 50,000 square feet to two 
existing buildings on Lowell Junc- 
tion Road. Genetics owns both 
buildings, which are down the 
street from the company’s main 
facility and are used for storage. 

Company representatives say 
they first will transfer employees 
to the new buildings after con- 
struction is complete, which would 
not create additional commuters. 
Months later, they could hire up to 
90 new employees, which would 
mean up to 90 more cars driving 
through Ballardvale every day. 
Genetics could, however, fill the 
two new buildings to capacity — 
meaning hundreds more employ- 
ees — within the next five years, 
concluded Marc Gagnon, manager 
of facilities, planning and design. 


Salafia’s call for an 
independent traffic 
study is a common 
procedure called a | 
peer review. Genetics 
will foot the bill for 
the additional consul- 
tant, who will conduct 
a study and compare 
traffic numbers with 
Genetics’ figures. 

“It will help to 
insure the integrity of 
the process, since traf- 
fic is a main concern,” 
said Salafia. “(Traffic) 
is really what we’re 
talking about here.” 

For years, Ballard- 
vale residents have 
complained about 
excessive commuter 
traffic clogging up the

and near high-tension wires that 
can carry energy across the Merri- 
mack River.

But 
from what I can tell, they’re not 
holding the door open for long,” 
says Rosenzweig. 

He expects to file a letter with 
State permitting agencies saying 
Nickel Hill does not plan to con- 
tinue its effort within the next few 
weeks, if another company does 
not want to buy the development 
rights. 

The MVRE’s lawyers are 
preparing briefs because an appeal 
was pending regarding noise- and 
air-pollution permits sought by 
Nickel Hill, says Jordan.

Piendak, the Dracut town man- 
ager, also notes, “They said capital 
costs had skyrocketed.” While 
Constellation’s original construc- 
tion estimates for the plant were in 
the $300 million to $350 million 
range, recent estimates put the 
cost at $400 million. 

But Molz says the rising cost of 
construction was only a small fac- 
tor. “There’s no doubt that’s hap- 
pening,” she says. “But overall, it 
was: will this energy market sup- 
port a plan of this magnitude.” 

Molz indicates the number of 
new plants being built in New 
England played a large role, and 
this explanation draws the ire of S. 
James Boumil, attorney for 
MVRE. During 1999 questioning 
of Tom Favinger former project 
manager, before the state’s Energy 
Facilities Siting Board, Boumil 
was told that Constellation’s 
employees “fully expect (Nickel 
Hill) to be competitive and that 
construction of a fleet of these 
(plants) will yield significant ben- 
efits if the older plants are phased 
out.” 

If that was true, Boumil ques- 
tions why Constellation no longer 
wants to build the plant in Dracut. 

“It’s a stunning admission by 
Nickel Hill that (the idea that) an 
entire fleet is needed to replace 
these older plants is a crock of 
baloney,” charges Boumil. “It’s 
what we’ve been arguing all 
along. Now they want to act like 
it’s no big deal.”

What next 
for Dracut? 


The decision to nix Nickel 
Hill may mean Dracut will have 
to forget about some construc- 
tion projects they had hoped to 
fund with revenue from the 
power plant company. 

Dracut has not planned any 
project by assuming that it 
would receive the revenue 
expected from the Nickel Hill 
plant ($76 million over 20 
years). “I think there will be a lot 
of talk about the financial impact 
on Dracut, but this isn’t money 
we ever had,” says Warren 
Shaw, Dracut selectman. 

Still, Shaw admits the town 
had hoped to build capital pro- 
jects such as a new school and 
renovations to town hall with 
such revenue. 

“From the standpoint of what 
could have been, Dracut is now 
in a position of (deciding) how it 
will fund those projects, and 
whether, in fact, they will build 
them,” he says.

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Cutting community service in order to save it 


School Committee asked to consider removing 1 it as a graduation requirement 


By Adam Groff 


he Andover High School 
community service pro- 
gram, once arguably the 


jewel in the crown of the school’s 
extracurricular programs, has been 
losing some of its luster since 
being made a graduation require- 
ment, say student leaders and fac- 
ulty advisers. They, along with 
Principal Peter Anderson, have 
asked the School Committee to 
consider making it an all-volun- 
teer program again. 

“It’s the whole issue of taking 
something that people are moti- 
vated to do on their own and mak- 
ing it a requirement that diminish- 
es it,” says math teacher Jay Dar- 
rin. Darrin was a faculty adviser 
for the program from shortly after 
its inception in 1987 until last 
year. He says that the teachers and 
residents who founded the com- 
munity service program had lofty 
goals. 

“They felt that we worked on 
the mind via academics, and we 
work on the body via athletics and 
physical education,” says Darrin. 
“Their idea was to work on the 
heart through community service, 
and they thought that the greatest 
benefit the kids could have was 
through direct contact with the 
people they were helping.” 

To keep the numbers manage- 
able and the energy level high, 
Darrin said, the program was 
made voluntary. Since that time, 
Andover students have been going 


into the community in a variety of 


positive capacities, from shovel- 
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Community service student leaders Lindsay Shaheen, Lauren Kapelson and Jennifer Kane. 


ing the driveways of elderly resi- 
dents, to visiting hospitals and 
nursing homes, to helping out 
with special-needs programs. Dar- 
rin says the program just took off. 

“We found that there were 
some kids stepping up to the plate 
and organizing, and we thought 
we'd institutionalize that, so we 
created a student board of direc- 
tors,” he says. “A student would 
come up and say, ‘Is this an OK 
community service activity?’ and 
we'd say, ‘Do they need more vol- 
unteers? Can you organize it?’ 
And they'd get eight or nine vol-

unteers going to a place that they 
were keeping track of. At one time 
we were working with 32 different 
programs, and the number of kids 
getting credit was up to 400. That 
was with one teacher with one 
planning period. It would have 
never taken place if we hadn't 
relied on student leadership.” 

The program was so successful 
that in 1999, then-principal Larry 
Robinson included community 
service in a plan to increase grad- 
uation requirements. He recom- 
mended it to the School Commit- 
tee, and the committee accepted 
his plan. Now, this year’s sopho- 
mores, along with needing to pass 
the MCAS to graduate, must com- 
plete at least 20 hours of service to 
the community. 

“It was one of several things 
that (Robinson) wanted to see 
changed regarding graduation 
requirements,” said Darrin. “The 
problem was that he was in his 
first year here, and he was trying 
to do a lot of things quickly.” After 
his first year as principal, howev- 
er, Robinson was hospitalized 
with cancer and died soon there- 
after, and his vision for communi- 
ty service as a requirement has not 
been fully realized. 

“What really touched off the 


issue this year is the problem of 


trying to document community 
service that would total 34,000 
hours over a four-year period,” 
said Principal Anderson. “At the 
time the recommendation was 
made, the issue of how to do that 
had not been discussed.” 


Darrin had begun devoting so 
much time to the program that a 
few years ago his teaching load 
was reduced and he was given a 
stipend for his work as program 
adviser. As other faculty left the 
program, however, and as the 
paperwork of a mandatory 
requirement loomed, Darrin says 
he eventually balked at the task. 

“I’m getting close to retire- 
ment, and I’ve taken on advanced 
placement calculus this year,” he 
said. “And to be honest, making it 
mandatory made record keeping 
paramount, and I foresaw this 
black hole sucking up all my 
time.” 

So there is no faculty adviser 
this year. Darrin, along with social 
studies teacher Becky Ledig and 
English teacher Eric Pellerin, have 
agreed to help out, but only infor- 
mally. “We’re all sort of doing it 
on a voluntary basis, but we’re 
relying heavily on student lead- 
ers,” he said. 

“I’ve been coordinating all the 
programs, making sure everybody 
gets credit, going on all the trips,” 
said senior Jennifer Kane, who is 
in her fourth year with the com- 
munity service program. “Last 
year I was on the board of direc- 
tors with 10 or 15 kids, and Mr. 
Darrin was the faculty adviser. 
This year it’s just basically me, 
(senior) Lindsay (Shaheen) and 
(senior) Lauren (Kapelson).” 

Kane said she does not have 
enough perspective to say for sure 
whether making the program 
mandatory has resulted in the 


decline in student leadership, but 
she knows that she doesn’t think it 
should be a requirement. 

“The best thing we hear from 
people is how great the kids are, 
and that’s the image of Andover 
High School it projects,” said 
Kane. “Once you start sending 
people who are doing it because 
they have to, it projects a different 
image, and they don’t need that at 
(nursing home) Academy Manor. 
They don’t need people with a bad 
attitude.” On May 8, she told the 
School Committee, “Mandatory 
volunteerism is an oxymoron.” 

“The issue, to be honest, is 
finances,” said Anderson in the 
familiar school department 
refrain. “I have two opinions. One 
is, if we keep it as a requirement, 
we need the funding to make it a 
top-flight program. Two, if we 
need to make it a voluntary pro- 
gram, then we need to have 
teacher sponsors. In either case we 
need the goals of making it a qual- 
ity program.” 

School Committee members 
said they would see what would 
need to be done to remove com- 
munity service as a graduation 
requirement, if they determine that 
that is the best course. 


Elizabeth Asch, a senior at 
Andover High, received a 
United Way “Champions of 
Change” award. Asch was 
recognized for outstanding 
community service during a 
recent awards reception. She 
single-handedly created the 
Colonial Swim Program, a 
swim class run entirely by 
volunteers. She gave young 
children with disabilities the 
opportunity to become suc- 
cessful swimmers.

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Blackout enthusiasm 

A do-it-yourself-blackout? It’s easier than it sounds. 

Just e-mail hundreds of people, hope those who 
receive it will forward it on to hundreds more, and 
voila: you’ve got a date and time for a nation-wide 
energy shutdown. 

That’s the plan conceived by an unknown individual 
who started a similar e-mail, asking Americans and 
people all over the world to protest President George 
Bush’s energy plan. 

Some environmentalists have protested the Bush 
package, arguing that it doesn’t emphasize conserva- 
tion of fossil fuels, or research for alternative sources 
of energy. The e-mail asks people to unplug electrical 
appliances and shut off the lights on June 21, the first 
day of summer, from 7 p.m. to 10 p.m., in any time 
zone. At least one person who received the e-mail — 
Anne Wein of Marion Avenue — jumped on the band- 
wagon quickly. A little too quickly. 

“We did it the wrong day!” Wein exclaimed, when 
asked whether she would turn out her lights on June 
21. In her enthusiasm to protest Bush’s plan to drill 
more oil refineries in Alaska, Wein unplugged her elec- 
trical appliances Monday — the 21 of May. 

“We shut off our lights. I thought, at least we could 
do that,” says Wein. “I couldn’t understand why no one 
else’s lights were off.” 


Tinkering with time 

The selectmen are taking small steps towards what 
they hope is a more efficient meeting agenda. 

Selectmen agreed to eliminate public appearances 
by the gas company every time officials need to 
approve a small project; they agreed to add time esti- 
mates next to each agenda item, so that residents inter- 
ested in hearing about a particular item can gauge the 
meeting schedule; and they will try approving past 
meeting minutes at the end of the night, which select- 
men plan to wrap up by 10 p.m. 

The biggest change will be the recognition of vol- 
unteers, which selectmen will begin at 7 p.m. — a half 
hour earlier than the meetings usually start. AT&T will 
broadcast the presentation of honors and certificates on 
cable TV, along with the regular meeting. 

While more changes could follow in the future, the 
selectmen plan to test these breaks from tradition on a 
trial basis. ““We’ll see how our ratings do,” Selectman 
Brian Major joked. 


Breaking 100 on the course 

To make the cut for the Tee Off Golf Tournament, it 
doesn’t matter how long you’ ve been golfing. It does- 
n’t even matter how good you are. What counts is how 
long you’ ve been alive. 

Last year, Herb Muller, 79, of Andover, was one of 
the oldest golfers from the Greater Lawrence area to 
participate.

The Dean of Hyperactivity 


Andover resident Paul Wender first labeled ADHD

Paul Wender is known as the “Dean of 


ADHD.” The psychiatrist and his col- 
leagues in the 1960s identified the condi- 
tion that is today known as attention- 
deficit hyperactivity disorder, and he pub- 
lished the first monograph on the subject 
in 1971. Wender was involved in the first 
clinical trials of Ritalin, today the most 
commonly prescribed medication for 
treating the condition that, he says, “is to 
psychiatry as a runny nose is to a pedia- 
trician.” 

Wender bridles at the suggestion, 
heard often today, that ADHD is over- 
diagnosed, or that drugs like Ritalin are 
overprescribed. 

“What's the evidence?” he asks. “The 
facts are that by distributing question- 
naires, you find that 5 to 10 percent of 
kids have this disorder, and it’s not a 
benign condition. These are the kids who 
fall behind in school; they drop out of 
high school, they become delinquent, 
they get involved in crime. Far and away, 
the majority of troublemakers have this 
disorder.” 

Wender, who was a professor and the 
director of psychiatric research at the 
University of Utah School of Medicine 
from 1973 to 1999, first came to promi- 
nence through his work with children and 
ADHD. These are the children with 
whom everyone is familiar: The ones 
who can’t sit still. The ones who can’t 
pay attention in class. The ones who run 
around “as if driven by a motor.” They’ ve 
always been with us, but it was not until 
the work of Wender and other psychia- 
trists at the National Institute of Mental 
Health that their behavior was identified 
and labeled as a psychological disorder. 

First it was termed “minimal brain 
dysfunction,” and Wender’s 1971 text 
was Called Minimal Brain Dysfunction in 


Children. Then it was labeled “hyperac- 
tivity,” and in 1973, Wender published 
perhaps his most famous book, The 
Hyperactive Child: A Handbook for Par- 
ents, now in its fifth printing. Next it was 
termed “attention deficit disorder,” or 
ADD, and, most recently, ADHD. 

When he published The Hyperactive 
Child, at a time when books about mental 
conditions were not often written for non- 
experts, Wender says he was attempting 
to raise public awareness. 

“I found that education of the parents 
was vital to managing the disorder in their 
children,” says Wender, who was also a 
pioneer in the use of psychopharmaceuti- 


cals. He says that effective treatment of 


ADHD combines medication, parent 
management, and special education. 
“Learning disorders frequently accompa- 
ny ADHD,” says Wender, “although both 
are unrelated to intelligence. Parents need 
to know about these things. Medications 
like Ritalin don’t treat learning disabili- 
ties, but they treat ADHD. And once you 
treat the ADHD, you can address the 
learning disability.” 

As Wender’s work with ADHD con- 
tinued through the 1970s, his studies 
revealed something more unexpected: the 
condition is not something that a person 
necessarily outgrows with age. 

“This was surprising,” he says, 
“because it was psychiatric dogma that 
this disorder disappeared in adolescence

and adulthood. But these adults’ minds 
have simply found the best way of func 
tioning with their weakness.” 

He says studies in ADHD progressed 
by leaps and bounds with this discovery, 
because it was much easier to gather 
information from adults, with their 
greater maturity and articulateness about 
their own experiences. He says that 
although adults with ADHD have often 
adapted to the adult world, their condition 
Incapacitates them in the same way it 
does children: left untreated, ADHD 
blocks solutions to other problem areas in 
a person's life. ADHD adults may be 
functioning at only 70 percent of their 
capacity, he says, and may suffer from 
self-image problems that may lead to 
depression. They may be unable to 
address, for instance, marital problems 
without first addressing their ADHD 

Expanding his work in this way, in 
1987 Wender published The Hyperactive 
Child, Adolescent and Adult: Attention 
Deficit Disorder Through the Lifespan, 
directed at professionals. His most recent 
book, published last year, is ADHD: 
Attention-Deficit Hyperactivity Disorder 
in Children and Adults, geared again 
toward laypeople 

“| expanded the book to include adults 
in order to give adults a place to turn,” 
says Wender. He says people often are 
less willing to recognize ADHD in adults 
than in children, and that adults are less 
willing to recognize in themselves a con 
dition commonly associated with undisci- 
plined children. “The adult who reads this 
(book) will have a better idea of whether 
to get screened,” he says. In particular, 
the chapter on “ADHD in Adults” has 
pages of useful descriptions of overt 
symptoms, such as attention problems, 
hyperactivity, impulsivity, disorganiza

tion, mood swings, and short tem- 
per. 

Wender says that researchers’ 
best guess as to what causes 
ADHD is that sufferers have a 
lower amount of the neurotrans- 
mitter dopamine in their brains. It 
happens that stimulants like Rital- 
in cause the release of dopamine, 
leading to the paradoxical result 
that people who suffer from 
hyperactivity are treated with a 
kind of stimulant.

According to Wender, children 
in inner cities are more likely to 
have ADHD, which is believed to 
have a genetic component.

He says there may be highly com- 
petitive and affluent suburbanites 
who “browbeat a therapist into 
giving them Ritalin” because their 
kindergartner is not performing to 
the highest standard, but Wender 
believes these cases are exception- 
al; it is more common, he feels, 
that children who would benefit 
from medication are not getting it.

Custom tailor looks to fit bill

Shaban Catalbas says that 
Andoverites deserve top-notch custom 
tailors, and he believes that Shaban’s 
Tailor Shop, slated to open the day 
after Memorial Day at 28 Chestnut St., 
will fit the bill.

“You learn every day,” he says. 
“You're studying all you're life. You 
never stop. It’s like an MIT professor 
who has to keep studying to keep up 
with new technology: there are always 
new fashions, new fabrics. You have 
to keep an open mind.” 

And despite the new tools of his 
trade, Catalbas says he and the three or 
four tailors he expects to employ will 
still do hand stitching when necessary.

Fellowship supports cancer research 


Josephine Modica-Napolitano, 
associate professor of biology at Mer- 
rimack College, has been named the 
first Paul E. Murray Fellow, for 2001- 
2002. The award, named for an 
Andover resident, will help the doctor 
to continue her cancer research, which 
could lead to more targeted 
chemotherapeutic treatments with 
reduced side effects, according to 
Merrimack. 

“T am honored to receive this award 
and am delighted that people like the 
Murray family have generously donat- 
ed their resources to make research 
happen at Merrimack College,” said 
Modica-Napolitano, in a college 
release. “It is often difficult for scien- 
tists at small undergraduate colleges to 
compete with universities and larger 


research institutes for research funds, 
so I am very grateful to (trustee Alice). 
Murray for making it happen for us.” 
In the fall of 2001, Modica-Napolitano 
will present her results at the first Paul 
E. Murray Symposium. 

Modica-Napolitano is also the 
recipient of a two-year, $75,000 grant 
from the National Institutes of Health 
and has been researching cancer since 
1986. Several of her students are 
researching cancer cells’ mitochon- 
dria, the organ inside the cell that gen- 
erates energy, in hopes of finding what 
makes it different from other cells’ 
mitochondria. 

The $10,000 Paul E. Murray Fel- 
lowship was founded in 2000 at Mer- 
rimack “to promote science and engi- 
neering research that will lead to 


enhanced effectiveness in classroom 
teaching.” It grew from The Paul E. 
Murray Fund which has enriched Mer- 
rimack’s science and engineering edu- 
cation since the 1980s. A bequest from 
Andover resident Paul E. Murray, a 
district manager of engineering for the 
East Central District with General 
Electric, was rededicated by his 
daughter, Merrimack Trustee Alice 
Murray, to fulfill its original commit- 
ment to faculty development and to 
elevate its impact to support signifi- 
cant projects of research and study at 
Merrimack. 

Modica-Napolitano has been a 
member of the Merrimack College 
faculty since 1995. She will be on sab- 
batical next year devoting 100 percent 
of her time toward research efforts.

REPAIRING CHIPS AND CRACKS 

Patients with chipped or cracked teeth may resort to bonding, which involves coating 
teeth with a tooth-colored composite material.

This pro- 
cedure typically takes a few visits to the dentist (bonding requires only one), and involves 
removing a thin layer of tooth enamel to make room for the veneer. While veneers are more 
natural looking and more durable than bonding, biting into hard objects (ice or hard candy) 
can chip them.
